SION OF GENERAL DEVELOPMENTAL PROGRAMS IN MEXICO. WEDNESDAY

I WILL BE GUIDED BY YOUR JANUARY 30 LETTER AND REACT ACCORD- 
INGLY TO CASO'S PROPOSALS.

MAY WISH TO GIVE THOUGHT TO MY SUGGESTION THAT PULBRIGHT 
PROPESSORS BE USED POR ALL-AMERICAN SEMINAR. OP PIVE SCHOLARS 
PRESENTLY IN OR NEAR MEXICO CITY THREE ARE QUALIFIED TO LEAD 
INDIVIDUAL OR GROUP SEMINAR. 

6. NOEL THOMAS OSBORN, PHD, ECONOMICS FROM THE UNIVERSITY OF 
COLORADO, WHO IS VISITING PROFESSOR IN BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 
AT NATIONAL UNIVERSITY OF MEXICO, IS OUR BEST BET. IN MID-
